THE SCHEME TO DEFEAT RANDALL. 

The pian of re- districting Pennsylvania which 

has been favorably reported to the legislature, 

_ places Mr. Randall in a district with three 
thousand republican majority. It throws into 
the same district Rrepresentative Charles 
O’Niell, who entered congress at the same 
time with Mr. Randall and who is one of the 
worst republicans in Philadelphia. This 
scheme has been pressed as vigorously by cer- 
tain democrats who areinimical to Mr. Ran- 
dall, as by any of the republicans in the legis- 
jature. 

A prominent Philadelphia politician said to- 
night that the redistricting bill will never pass. 
It cannot possibly get through the senate. Its 
effect would be damaging to the republicans, 
and their best leaders are opposed toit. Ex- 
Governor Curitn, who is stiil in Washington, 
said tonight: 

“This little game will not amount to anything. 
The bill will not pass the legislature; but if it 
did it would be vetoed by the people. So far 
#6 Mr. Randall is concerned,I don’t believe 
they can fix his district so that they can 
beat him. Mr. Randall will go to congress 
from Philadelphia as long as he lives or cares 
to go.”’

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THE VIRGINIA LEGISLATURE. 


First Day of the Extra Session—Message 
From the Governor. 
RICHMOND, Va., March 16.—Parsuant to the 
governor’s call, the general assembly of Vir- 
ginia me’ here today at noonin extra session. 
Both honees promptly organized, and a joint 
committee was appointed to notify the gover- 


| nor that the legislature was ready for business. 


Soon thereafter a mestagt from the executive 
was received and read. 

He first calls attention to the present condi- 
tion of the state debt and to the very recent de- 
cision of the supreme court of the United States 
in reference to the law imposing a tax on sam- 
ple merchant’. He next urges the reception 
of the work of revisers of the code and then 
recommends a proper provision for the main- 
tenance of the insane, etc. The governor opens 
the debt question by saying that every attempt 
to effect a final settiement of the debt question 
by the Icgislature has always been accompanied 
with embarrasements. He then mentions the 
various measures adopted including the funding 
bill of 1871,which was thrown aside by the peop!e 
at the first opportunity afforded them to do so. 
The McCulloh bill of 1879, which, too, received 
at the polls the condemuation of a majority of 
voters, and finally the act of February, 1882, 
the Ridéleberger bill, which became a law ou 
the demand of the party which assumed the 
reins of government. In conseyuence of their 
advocacy ef the attempts of their political op- 
ponents to make any other § settlement 
with oiber creditors carrying a 
great amount 0 principal 
and interest having failed, a pledge was finally 
given by them notto disturb or repeal the set- 
tlement thus decreed by a majority of voters 
and public approval. The sentiment of that 
settlement, as it stands teday, has received no 
public disapproval either by convention of po- 
litical parties or by legislation, sothat it may 
be said that the people without reference to 
party distinctions are of one mind in their res- 
eluticn to uphold and maintain it in allits in- 
tegrity and by all lawful means. 

The governor reviews the woeful condition 
of Virginia after she had been made the battle- 
ground of the contending hosts for four years, 
and then says: 

From statements carefully prepared by the audit- 
ors itappeuars that the annual revenues for some 
rears to come wil] not exceed $2,700,000, aud that 
if the outstanding obligations should be funded 
into bonds under the Riddleberger bill, except 
those held by institutions of learning, the interest 
io be paid, added tothe necessary annual expenses, 
would about absorb thisincome. The inability of 
the state to make a settlement now, with a@ greater 
amount of principal and interest than the Riddle- 
bereer act—whatever she might have done once— 
arises from thé increase in her annual expenses, 
such as maintaining two additional lunatic asy- 
lums, ohne for white persons and one for colored; 
the maintenance of a normal and _ colle. 
giate institute for our colored people and 
& schoo! for the education of our female teachers; 
aid to the confederate home, fer our poor and dis- 
abled sdidiers, over whose shoulders rests no 
mantle of governmental protection: assistance to 
citizens of the state who have lost a limb or an eye 
or have been seriously disabled by wounds; 
increased expenses of our crimina] charges since 
the abolition of the whipping post and the in- 
creased appropriation to our public schools. These 
are some of the necessary obligations incurred, 
while in the same period the state taxes have beea 
reauced. 

The governor then gives a detailed estimate 
of the annual expenses of the government, 
about which he says: 

Jf to the gross amount given is added the 
amount of interest woich the Riddleberger bouds 
carry, the present revenne of the state will be ab- 
sorbed. There areitwo methods only by which 
she can pay a greater amount of interest than this 
settlement calls for, viz: By a reduction of the 
present expenses, or by an increase of the present 
revenues. 

Then follows an account of the failure of all ef- 
forts to popularize the Coupons in the state, anda 
statement that in view of the decisions of the 
Unitea Sta'es supreme conrt, additional legislation 
is necessary to enable the state to collect revenue 
in money. j 

In this connection the governor says: 

We should not, however, forget, here in Virginia, 
that though the decision of the supreme court, 
which stripped Virginia of her sovereignty, guar- 
apnteed by the eleventh amendment to the consti- 
tution, was made by a majority of one in a court of 
nine judges, and that a member of that court did 
not hesitate tosay, with the concurrence of three 
others, including the chief justice, that it was the 
first time since the eleventh amendment was 
adopted in which a state had been coerced by ju- 
dicial proceedings at the instance of individuals 
in general court and in _ his opinion 
none of these svits could be maintained for the rea- 
son that they are, in sum and substance and effect, 
suits against the state of Virginia.

constitution. It is a supreme law of the land, and if 
necessary must be yy ete by the president with 
the strong hand of federal power. Nor dolsee 
bow the prohibition of the federal constitution, 
that no state shali pass any law impairing the obii- 
gation of a contract, can be evaded by engrafting 
a nullifying provision upon the constitution of the 
state. The prohibition is upon the state withont 
regard to the form its laws may take or the 
egencies which exact them. In view of these 
facts I think it wise to recom- 
mend a substitute for the existing 
Jaws so far as they refer to the levying of taxes for 
which coupons have been tendered. 

The state had expressed a steadfast determina- 
tion to adhere to the Riddleberger settlement, and 
does not admit her ability based upon its pres- 
ent taxation to pay more principal and interest 
than that settlement demands, and claims that 
her annual revenue will be absorbea by such an 
amount of interest added to her other necessary 
expenses. The question of the financial ability of 
state would seem then to be the sole point of dif- 
ference between the commonwealth and ‘her cred- 
itors, or, in other words, how much can the state 
pay withcut increasing her taxes. I repeat 
my former recommendations for the appointment 
of a commission whose duty it shal beto demon- 
strate to & similar commission from the bond- 
holders, the exact facts and figures which make 
up the state’s revenues and expenditures, and 
point out not only whatis the available revenue, 
aiter providing tor constitutional appropriations 
for the government, schools, and other public ex- 
penditures, but demonstrate to them what revenue 
remains after the regularannua! legislative appro- 
priations, and which are not included in the con- 
stitutional appropriations. The duties of such a 
commission should be so plainly defiaed and their 

carefully prescri : guarded 
imited, that no misconception 
indulged in on the part 
of any one. Such a commission should be empow-. 
ered toexplain the settlement of 1881 and 1582 to 
creditors and point out that which addresses itself 
totbeir interests as well astothe interests of the 
state. Itshould be clothed with no power and 
have noother duties to perform but to urge the 
settlement Virginia has decreed, and to represent 
bow futile have been their efforts in the past to re- 
sist the determination of our porns: that the tu- 
ture holds out to them only the prospect of inter- 
minable legislation, injurious alike to them and to 
us, and thatthe achievement of mere illusory tri- 
umphs in the courts are fra with no 
substantial advantages to the litigants on either 
side. Itshouild be the duty of the commission to 
point out to them the vast untried and unexpended 
power which resides in a united and resolute peo- 
ple, and caution them against the danger of arous- 
ing public sentument, which might be forgetful of 
al) sense of justice, and, taking counsel only from 
passion, destroy the interests which we are now 
striving to protect. Itis believed that if those hold- 
ing the outstanding indebtedness of the state could 
meet, through their committee, face to face, 
such a commission here, in Virginia or 
elsewhere, and hear and see for 
themselyes--be confronted by stubborn facts as 
they exist at og ant be impressed with the 
uneertainty which dweilsin the future and arises 
from the unsettled problem, which constantly ex- 
seperates and harasses the public mind—they 
woulda be willing to fand such outstanding in- 
cebtedness into bonds ofthis settlement, whose 
value would be atonce greatly increased. Such 
action on their part solves the — and termi- 
nates the agitation. Virginia will act in good faith; 
will pay her debt thus ascertained and acquiesced 
in by both contracting parties and which has been

A DEATH TRAP. 


THE CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENTNEAR 
BOSTON. 


Engineere Report That the Bridge Was Very Defeo- 
tive and Wonder ThatiIt Ever Hela Ups Train 
~ Exemination of the Worx of the Fallen 
Structure “hat Caused the Horror.

New York, March 16—The “Engincering 
News,” baving thoroughly investigated the 
cause of the Forest Hill disaster on the Boston 
and Providence railroad, will publish the fel- 
lowing in regard to it in this week's issue: 

The cause of this dreadful catastrophe has been 
very obscure in newspaper accounts, the only cer- 
tain thing having been that the bridge was a sort 
of patchwork nondescript, which violated several 
of the most important and fundamental require- 
ments of good bridge designing. Weare now em- 
inently able to shed far more light on what the 
precise cause was than has heretofore appeared,or 
than is at all Mtkely to appear from any other 
source—even in the official investigation, from the 
fact that we have now in our oflice what will 
espa | be the most important 
nit of evidence in that investigation, 
viz: the two orginal parts which in ail numan 
probability were first to break. These parts are in 
the possession of Heury 8S. Pritchard, practical 
bridge engineer of Philadelphia, who undertook to 
critically examine the structure on behalf of this 
journal, and who went about it apparently a little 
more systematically than those who had preceeded 
him. Jn connection with furtner information, 
cathered for us within an hour or two after the ac- 
cident occurred, by Frederick Brook, of Boston, 
these fragments may be said to be absolutely con- 
clusive as to the real difficulty, since it is impossi- 
ble that there should have been more defective 
parts in the bridge, if i: was to stand up atall, 

The parts which first broke were two hangers, 
which carried the last or most easterly pair of foor 
beams of the northerly or last built truss—the truss 
wbich carried all the load. Sofar ascan be judged 
from outside appearances, they are made of far 
from good iron, to begin with; butin addition to 
that they are of very bad design and most imper- 
fecuy welded. In addition to that again, they are 
both of them very badly flamed by old and deeply 
rusted breaks—almost a strained section—there 
being two distinct breaks of this kind to each spec- 
men. The first hanger has both breaks across the 
weld, the first break being complete and the sec- 
ond break, an inch and ancighth above it, all but 
complete, the metal merely hanging together by the 
outside skin. This hangercan never have done 
any work since its original and now ancient frac- 
ture, or it would have broken apart long since. 
The second hanger was checked across half of its 
inside face, covered by a supposed weld, for about 
half its depth of effective section, and this was 
clearly where the fracture first began. it caused a 
secondary iracture at the second old break in the 
hook of the welded ends, which cut off a some- 
v hat larger portion of the effective strength of the 
iron. All this is clearly shown In engravings of 
the bridge and its broken parts, which appear in 
this issue, and tne general judgment of engineers 
will bear us out in saying that a more shamefully 
bad specimen of a bridge design, metaland work- 
mantbip can hardly exist. 

We regret to have to express so sweeping a con- 
demnation of the structure, but the facts more 
than justify it, and it 1s but right in an occurrence 
of this kind, the truth should be pointed out and 
made clear, without tearor favor. It is appalling 
to think of the tens of thousand of lives which 
have literally bung by athread in passing over 
tbis bridge duripg the pasteleven years.

CARS ON END. 


A Railroad Accident Near Elmira.--No Lives 
Lost. 

ELMIRA, N. Y., March 16.—The southbound 
passenger train on the Elmira, Courtiand and 
Northern railroad, consisting ofan engine and 
three cars, was wrecked this afternoon two 
miles this side of Park Station. The coach and 
smoker contained forty or fifty passengers. 
The coach struck a telegraph 
pole and was therefore not 
thrown clear over. The smoker, however, 
was turned upside dowa. The stove in tho 
smoker set fire tothe car,and the clothes of 
some of the passengers were somewhat burned; 
but all were rescued and the fire was extin- 
onished. About fifteen persons were more or 
less injured, but no one fatally. The baggage 
car was stood on its forward end. The accident 
was caused by the rails spreading: The pas 
sengers were brought to Elmira by a special 
train tonight. 


THROUGH THE TRESTLE. 


A Railroad Accident in Which Two Men 
Are Killed. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 16.—The engine 
and tender of the east bound morning train 
on the Marietta, Colambus and Northern rail- 
road today went through Vincent trestle, 
twelve miles from Marietta, Ohio. Lylle 
Vincent and Albert Boothby, engineer and 
fireman, were killed, and John McCoy and 
William Stewart, conductor and brakeman, 
were badly scalded. Michael Early, passenger, 
had his left leg mashed. The engine had been 
shifting at the station and was backing tohitch 
to the train, when it became derailed and ran 
off the trestle, knocking it down. 


THE FOREST HILL ACCIDENT. 


Barying the Dead--Others Dying from Their 
I njuries, 


Boston, March 16.—A number of victims of 
the Forest Hill accident were buried from Ros- 
lindale, Dedham and West Roxbury today. 
There are many who are seriously, if not fatal. 
ly, injured in Roslindale, whose death at any 
moment may be looked for and the proba- 
bility is that the dead will number over thirty. 
Some of the injured are so badly shaken up 
and internally injured that their recovery will 
be a matter of months. There are many, too, 
who were removed immediately after the acci- 
dent to various points in Roslindale, whose 
names did not appear at all in the papers. 


A Collision on the New York Central, 


GENEVA, N. Y., March 16.—A _ collision oc- 
curred on the Auburn branch of the New York 
Central railroad this evening, a few rods west 
of the station at this place, between an express 
train and a freight train, in which several 
men received severe injuries and much damage 
was done to the engines and cars, but nobody 
was killed. The approach to Geneva station 
is by a sharp curve, and the engineer of the 
express did not see the freight engine until an 
instant before the collision.

The Rivers and Creeks Fiooding Everything 
—Great Alarm Felt. 


Bismarck, Dak., March 16 —A Northern Pa- 
cific train from the west, which was delayed 
seventy hours, by the floods, reached here last 
evening. Reports indicate that the Missouri 
must break within a week, and there is great 
slaim among the people living along the banks. 
The Yellow Stone, Little Missouri and Prior 
rivers are free of ice, and are flooding their 
banks. Over thirty bridges on the Nurthera 
Pacific, between this point and Billings, have 
been swept away, and much damage has been 
occasioned by the floods. * Passengers 
repert that Miles City has been twice iuun- 
dated within the last week, and a report 
reached here that the town is again under wa- 
ter. Water flowed in all the streets and in one 
street, in rear of the town, it was over ten feet 
dcep. compelling business men te remain from 
their homes ali right. 

At Wedora, water in the Little Missouri has 
surrounded the extensive slaughter houses and 
refrigerators of Marquisde Mores; and Mandan, 
five miles west of here,is preparing for the 
worst. The Little Heart river, jast south of 
Mandap, is now open about twenty miles above 
itsconfluence with,the Miss: uriand when theice 
in the latter stream breaks here, Mandan will be 
inundated, asshe is built on low und, 
Dynamite shipped to this point by the North- 
ern Pacific company will be used in blowing 
out the ice about the piers of the massive iron 
bridge, and every precaution is being taken to 
prevent disaster. There can be no protection 
for fétilersalong the banks for many miles 
south. Never in the history of the country 
has there been co much snow. It is now pour- 
ing into the Missouri in immense torrents, aad 
every creek is swelled to the dignity of a river.

The Railroad Strikes. 

Yorxrastown, O., March 16.—Freight traffic 
is slowly but steadily being resumed on the 
New Yord, Pennsylvania and Ohio railroad by 
the officials who are putting on new mena to 
fill the places of the strikers. Three freight 
trains arrived from Cleveland during the night 
and started on the return trip, each having a 
full complement of loaded cars. Daring the 
morning a train of thirty loaded cars was taken 
out on the Sharon branch to Shenango by 
Trainmaster Donaldson. Several men, brought 


in from other points to work in the Pennsyl- 


vania yard, were seen by the strikers and in- 
duced to leave. 


Spasm of Virtue in Morocco. 

TANGIER, March 16.—The sultan of Mo- 
roceo has prohibited the sale or purchase of intoxi- 
cants of all kinds and abolished the state tobacco 
monopoly. 

The Moorish tobacco and snuff shops have been 
closed and large quantities of leaf tobacco publicly 
burned by the sultan’s order. Several Moora have 
been stripped and flogged through the streets for 
smoking in defiance of the sultan’s orders. The 
populece of Morocco can see no sense in the sul- 
tan’s commands, and are angry at his interference 
with their habits. They assert that the probibi- 
tions are enforced only against the poor. 


A Dynamiter Convicted, 

SAN Francisco, March 15.—John E. Steites, 
charged with attempting to place a dynamite 
bomb on the track of the Sutler street cable line 
raijroad, was today found guilty. Judge Hunt’s 
charge to the jury was clearandstrong. He said, 
in substance, that it was not necessary to be caught 
placing a bomb on the track. It was sufficient to 
show that the person had a definite intention to 

ace the bomb where it would do damage. The 
Sarg: was only out eight minutes. The prisoner 
will be sentenced Saturday. 


The Suspended Maritime Bank. 


St. Jouns, N. B., March 16.—Speculators are 
buying up bills of the suspended Maritime 
bank at 50, 75 and 80 cents on the dollar.

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THE CZAR WEEPS 


WHEN HE wEARNS OF HIS AT- 
TEMPTED ASSASSINATION. 


Official Announcement of the 4ffcir—The Arrest of 
Students With Bombs in Their Possession —The 
Berln Post Takes a Gloomy View ofthe 
Matter-Other Foreign News. 


Lonvon, March 16.—Sunday morning the 
czar had no suspicion of danger whatever. 
He had been congratulated by General Gresser 
upon his continued safety. Both the Standard 
and Times confirm the statement that the czar 
took~-a different route from the one announced. 
sconemullneamacnae inde team meee 
czar’s © appears to have eminated from 
Vienna. The thread of the narrative is still 
somewhat obscure. The St. Petersburg papers, 
even of Monday gave no account of the affair. 
The ezar cried on hearing of the danger which 
he had escaped. He did not learn the particu- 
lars until he arrived at Gatschina palace. 

The persons arrested in connection with the 
constitutional plot indignantly deny that they 
are in any way connected with the outrage and 
repudiate any idea of conspiracy. Their motto 
is, they say: “The people—with czar or against 
the czar.” They have published lithographic 
periodicals composed mainly of extracts from 
works of notable writers on constitutional law 
and political economy. The statutes of the so- 
ciety obliged all members to join, at the signal 
of their chief, in doing their utmost to subvert 
the existing government and establish a consti- 
tutional government, 

THE OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 

The St. Petersburg Official Messenger pub- 
lishes the following: 

Ou Sunday last atll o'clock, in the morning, 
three students of the St. Petersburg university were 
arrested in Neivsky Prospect having in their pos- 
session bombs. The prisoners admitted that they 
belonged to a secret criminal society. The bombs 
found on them were charged with dynamite. Each 
bomb was arranged to throw eleven balls and all 
these balls were filled with strychnine, 

The czar and czarina came back from Gat- 
china to St. Petersburg yesterday moraing and 
attended a ball given by Grand Duke Vladi- 
mir and returned to Gatchinain the evening. 

Loxpon, March 17.—A dispatch from St. Pe- 
tersburg says, that two of six persons arrested 
on Newski Prospect are quite young and that 
two others appear to belong to the peasant 
class, All six carried poisons,and it is assumed 
they intended to commit suicide in the event 
of their being arrested, but were deprived of 
the chance by the suddenness of 
their capture. Twenty female students 
of Bestuscheff institute are among those ar- 
rested in connection with the plot. 

Arrests continue at St. Petersburg. Among 
those taken into custody are forty-eight nihi- 
lists and fifty-three Poles. The authorities of 
St. Petersburg desire the czar to remain at 
Gatschina.

These are 
that the permission accorded in the bill to 
form bishoprics in Limburg and Omabruck 
be extended to other diocese, inclading Co- 
logne, Breslan, Munster and Esmeland: that the 
bill shall strictly limit and define the powers 
of the state to veto clerical appointments, and 
that the discretionary powers of the ministers 
of worship over the re-entry of religioas orders 
be denied and limited. 

Here Windthorst declares that there can be 
no peace between the church and state unless 
these demands shall be conceded.

Baltimore Not to Be }. eft Out in the Cold ty 
the Deal, 

PHrLADEtrutA, March 16.—ihe Ledger te- 
morrow will say : 

In reference to the matter of the sale of a 
ity of the common steck of the Bal ‘imore and 
railroad, which carried with it the controlef that 
company, we are informed by an _ that oe 
direct from President Robert Garrett, that in the 
proposed sale, the interests of the city of Baltimere 
and the maintenance of the trade » 
that city are to be fully cared ‘for 
by placing the Baltimore and Ohio rail 
road at the head of the new railway combination, 
which will enlarge and improve the southern and 
western trade connections of that city, and also te 
that extent aid In improving the commercial rela- 
tions of Philadelphia. 

We are further informed that whilst the original 
arrangement, by which Alfred Sully might have 
had control of the new combination, was not car- 
ried out, Mr. Garrett has at present another ar- 
rangement, satisfactory to himself, with a symdi- 
cate of railway managers and bankers, who have 
already fixed upon the price to be paid for the 
stock and the termsof payment, but certain details 
are yet to be arranged which will fully protect the 
shareholders of the railway and the material 
interests of the city of Baltimore, and alse secure 
an outlet by an independent and untrammelled 
line through to New York. In the new sarrange- 
ment the Baltimore and Ohio railread, so far 
from having its identity sunk, will be at the head 
of the combination with Mr. Garrett as executive 
chief of the organization. 

We are also assured that the Baltimore and Ohie 
telegraph lines are not to be permitted to pass 
under control of the Western Union telegraph 
company, or under the control of Jay Gould, in any 
other form, and under no circumstances will this 
be permitied. Atthesame time an independent 
telegraph system, which yill be main- 
tained, will have aecessions, by arrangements 
with otner independent lines, that will extend the 
territory covered and the efficiency of the ser rice. 
The adjustment of all these details will probably 
take considerable time, and will not be permitted 
to be consummated in a hurry, so that everything 
may be placed upona basis satisfactory to the 
shareholders. of the company and to public ia- 
terests,

BURNING 


One Hundred and Twenty-Three Thousand 
Five Hundred in Ashes, 

Macon. Ga., March 16,—'Special.j—Parsa- 
ant to call of the bond commission,a committee 
ef counci] met the commission at the office of 
President J. EF, Jones this afternoon, to destroy 
the redeemed and cancelled bonds of the city 
ef Macon. 

A reporter called iust prior to the meoting 
apd Colonel Jones went down into the vault 
and brought up several packazes of the three 
denominations, one hundred, five hundred and 
one thousand dollars each, and laid them on a 
table, where the scribe was allowed to feast his 
impecunious eyes on this pile of deparied 
wealth. 

The bonds were issned in 18:0, and $759,000 
was proviced for in printing the sheets There 
were only required, however, $33,109, which 
amonnt was put ont at six per cent interest, 
the entire amount to ran for thirty years. 

During the six years that have past, Colonel 
Jones. as president, has assumed the entire re- 
sponsibility of registering, computing the in- 
terest, keeping a complete record, with 
amounts, who returned by, and to whom issned, 
with numbers and all other data complete, as 
well as making the annual reports to the coun- 
ei] and reporting the eancelled boads to 
the treasurer. it has been ib 
big indertaking fs well Ag 
an overwhelming responsibility, and it has 
been entirely a Jabor o! He has not re- 
ceived a cent of compensation for all this 
trouble and responsibility. In Huff's bill it is 
provided that he shall hereafter receive five 
bundred doliarsa year forthe work, but for 
the past there was no such jast provision. 

The amount destroyed today was 123,599, 
about one-third of the entire fand. There re- 
mains outstanding =559 900, which at six per 
eent yields an annual interest of $33,594, which 
for the remaining twenty-four years that 
the bonds have to run wil! amount to $*056.256, 
making, with the outstanding bonds a sum to- 
tal of $1,366,156. This sum, it will be observed, 
is about one-tenth of the total valueofthe 
taxable property in Macon today. Waat that 
value will be in 1919, who can say’? 

The bonds were bought and sold at as low as 
sixty, when they were issued six years ago. 
Now. although President Jones otters 115, he 
finds none for sale. It is doubtful whether any 
more will be vilcred for redemption until their 
maturity.

The Burning of Oxford, North Caroline,and the Con- 
duct oftbe Negroes Blackville, South Caro- 
line,in Ashes—The Losses and Insurance 
at Brunswick—Other Fires About. 


RALEIau, N. C., March 16.--[Special.]—Later 
news from the town of Oxford, which was so 
nearly destroyed by fire yesterday, is of an ex- 
citing character. Itis now generally known 
that the fire was incendiary, Troops have 
been on duty there last night and today, Dua:- 
ing the fire many negroes acted badly, refusing 
in most instances to lend helping hands, and 
refusing to work for pay. The negroes were 
offered five dollars to move 2 wagon loaded 
with lumber but refused. One refused to stand 
on a shed and throw water, being offered five 
dollars to do so, ina place in which there was 
little danger. A gentleman whose 
dwelling was burned Was very 
sick and had to be carried from it. In the rush 
the carriage in which he was being taken out 
of danger was separated from thecrowd. Help 
was riceded to remove him from the carriage. 
Help was called for and large sums offered to 
negroes to aid, but not one moved. This be- 
havior was not universal among the 
negroes, though a greater part of 
them were sullen and would 
not help. At the outbreak of the fire it was 
discovered that all the bells in town, which are 
usually rung in such cases, were tied and could 
not be used in giving alarm. Two men swung 
tothe rope of the courthouse bell, but not a 
sound was made. 

Albert Taber, a negro desperado, whose 
threatened lynching aroused the negroes 
and caused them to make threats to burn the 
town, isin jail here carefully guarded. He 
was brought here last night, as already stated.

BLACKVILLE BURNED, 


The Little South Carolina Town in Ashes— 
Loss Over %200;000, 

Aveusta, Ga, March 16.—[Special.}—T wo- 
thirds of the town of Blackville, 8. C., inc!ud- 
ing the entire business portion, was destroyed 
by fire today. The fire originated abont 10 
o’clock, in the rear of the general merchandise 
store of P. W. Farrell. Before discovered it 
had gained considerable headway. The entire 
town turned out and worked heroically, but 
notwithstanding their efforts, in a remarkably 
short time the flames had spread to adjoining 
buildings, and in less than half an hour almost 
the entire town was one mass of flames, To- 
night the other portion of the tuwn east of the 
railroad isone mass of ashes, twenty-seven 
houses having been consumed.

GENERAL JACKSON’S GREAT BATTLE. 


Incidents Recalled by One Who was in Sound 
of the Guns. 

In the morning of the preceding day the 
famous battle of the 8th was fought on the 
plains of Chalmette, four miles below the city, 
ssys Charles Gayarre, writing in Harper's 
Magazine of General Jackson’s battle at New 
Orleans. In abee-line the distance must have 
been very short between the field of action and 
the Bore plantation, six miles above New Or- 
leans by the windings of the river, for the fu- 
rious cannonading and the discharges of mus- 
ketry were prodigiously distinct. The ladies 
of the family, pale with the natural emotions 
of fear produced by the dangers of the situa- 
tion, were grouped onthe broad gallery in 
front of the house. No man was visible, for 
the only one who had reinained at home (on 
account of his age) had, when the battle 
began, ascended with slow but firm 
steps a flight of stairs which led to the top of 
the portico. Atevery volley of artillery or 
musketry I flung myself on the floor, exclaim- 
ing, ‘Ten Englishmen killed!” “Twenty Ena- 
glishmen flat on the ground!” and so on. I 
continued rejoicing in the fancied destruction 
of our invaders, notwithstanding the remon- 


sirances of my poor mother, in whose alarm F 


very little participated. The battle had not 
yetended when my grandfather, Bore, came 
down from his post of observation with the 
same measured step and with the same self: 
possession with which he had ascended, and 
said to bis daughters who anxiously interro- 
gated bis Jooks: “Dismiss your fears; the Amer- 
icans are victorious.” 

“But, father, how do you know it?” inquired 
my mother. 

“You forget, wy dear child,’ replied M. de 
Bore, with a calm smile, “that I have some 
nilitary experience, My practiced ear has not 
been deceived, Iam sure. The American gun3 
have silenced the English guns. The enemy 
is defeated.” 

‘These words had hardly been spoken when, 
in the long avenue of pecan trees that led to 
the river, there appeared a troop of about a 
hundred men rushing toward the house. ‘'Tho 
Eprglish! Here come the English!’ was the 
simultaneous cry of the women. M. de Bore 
stretched bimself up to his full height, shaded 
his eyes with his hand, and, after having 
looked steadily at the advancing crowd, said, 
ah paca “These men the English! 

an! 

They came rapidly to the piazza, about six 
feet bigh, on which we stood, and along which 
ran a wooden balustrade. M. de Bore did not 
understand one word of the language spoken 
by these unexpected visitors, whose ragamuflia 
appearance was no recommendation. But if 
they were bandits, it was comfortable to see 
that they all were nnarmed. 

“Who arethey, and what do they want?’ 
inquired M. de Bore, surveying them evidently 
with no friendly eye. He was informed by one 
of his family that they were fugitives who re- 


ported that the Americans had been completely | 


1outed, that they themselves were a portion of 
the defeated, and that they begged for food. 
The blood ran tothe cheeks of the old soldier, 
his eyes flashed, and heshoutedin French to 
the men: “You lie! The Americans are victo- 
rious, You haverun away; you are cowards. 
Never shall it be said that I gave a hospitable 
welcome to dastardly fugitives from the battle- 
field. Hence, all of you, orl will call my ne- 
groes to drive you away!” 

His words were not comprehended, but his 
indignant wrath was visible and his pantomime 
was expressive.

AN ORDINANCE. 


E 1T ORDAINED BY THE MAYOR AND GEX- 
B eral council of Atlanta 

Section 1. From, and after the passage of this 
ordinance, the board of health shail cause to -be 
kept, at some convenient place. a book for the reg- 
istrfiion Of all deaths, as hereinafter provided, ov- 
curting in the city of Atlanta 

Pec. 2. In all cases of death occurring in the city 
of Atlanta, the attending physician shall give a 
certificate, according toa blank form prescribed and 
furnished by the board of health; stating name, age 
sex, color, nativity, occupation,condition (marlied 
single or widowed), residence and date and 
cause of death of such deceased person, to the 

‘family or person in charge of the dead body, aad, 
in case of sudden death or any death where there 
is no attending physician, the city physician in 
the ward where the death occurs, when requested, 
shall, after satisfactory investigation, or auy otmer 
physician, who has investigated the facis may, 
when applied to, give such certificate; and the cor- 
oner or other officer acting in his place may like- 
wise give such certificate in cases coming under his 
notice. Ifany person authorized to issue such 
certificate camnot state the cause of death, he 
must certify that it is unkuown. 

Sec. 3. When such certificate is presented to the 
beard of health, or to the person designated by 
them, a permit shall be issued for tha burial or 
removal of such deceased person, andthe certificate 
shall be filed and the facts therein set forth shall 
be duly recorded. 

Sec. 4. If the body of any person who has died, 
withont the limits of the city of Atlanta, shall be 
brought into this city for burial, a certificate In 
due form shall be presented, and a permit shall be 
issued as provided in the case of persons who die 
within the city. But the record shall show that 
such person is a non-resident, and the death shall 
not be charged to the mortality ofthe city, unless 
said deceased person should be a resident of this 
city, death having occurred during a temporary 
absence only from home. 

Sec. 5. No sexton gr superintendent or person in 
cherge of any cemetery under the jurisdiction of 
the city of Atlanta, shall bury or remove from said 
city the body of any deceased person, without first 
obtsining such burial permit, and no undertaker 
or agent of any railroad, or conductor of avy rail- 
road train or egent oremploye of any express Cor- 
pany or any other person shall remove the body of 
apy deceased person who died in said city, or that 
may have been brought into said city for burial, 
beyond the limits thereof without a permit from 
the board of health or from a person designated by 
them. ‘ 

sec. 6 Any person who shall violate any of the 
foregoing sections of this ordinance, shall, upon 
conviction in the recorder’s court, be fined not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars, or be imprisoned not 
exceeding thirty days, either or both in the discre- 
tion of the court. 

Sec. 7. Allordinances or parts of ordinances in 
conflict with this ordinance are hereby repealed,

“Popular Government in the South.” 

Some of the provincial republican news- 
papers in the west, following the lead of the 
New York Tribune, as provincial republican 
papers are compelled todo, are beginning 
to conclude that the democratic party in 
Georgia has ‘‘abandoned popular. governs 
ment.”’ 

The Leader, of Cleveland, Ohio, gives this 
matter considerable space in its Sunday issue, 
working itselfinto a terrificstew. The Leader 
belies its name most willfully. It steals its 
sheet iron thunder from the New York Tri- 
bune, forgetting that Halstead, of the Cin- 
cinnati Commerial, worked the machinery 
for all it was worth during the last cam- 
paign. We are under no obligation to Mr. 
Halstead, but we should be glai to see him 
have full credit for this particular campaign 
imbecility. The Leader presents the fol- 
lowing figures, which, so far as we know, 
are correct: 

In the first district of Georgia 6,0 2 republican 
votes were cast in 1554; in November, 1586, only 17 
votes! in the second district the republican vote 
had been wholly suppressed before the election of 
1884. The third district cast 4,268 republican votes 
in 15+4, but nota single republican vote in 1886! 
The fourth {district cast 9,629 republican and 
independent votes in 1884,but only 330 of both in 

1ss6! The fifth district cast 5,130 republican votes 
in 1554, not one such votein 1886. In the sixth 
district there were no 1epublican votes cast in 
either year. The seventh district cast 3,417 repub- 
ican votes in 184, and 1,537 inf 1886. The republi- 
can vote from the eighth district fell from 3,250 in 
1884 to 55 in 1886, The republicans in the ninth 
district had been bulldozed into absolute silence 
before the election of 1884. The tenth district cast 
1,277 repbulican yotes in 1884, not one in 1886, The 
whole number of republican yotes cast for con- 
£rcssmen in the state in 1886 was 1,950! In eight 


congressional districtsan aggregate of only 113 re- 
publican votes were polled,

The Vincent Case. 

The capture of Ike Vincent, the abscond- 
ing state treasurer of Alabama, who disap- 
peared abont four years ago, leaving behind 
him an aching void to the extent of some- 
thing over $200,000, is the sensation of the 
hour. 

The case bristles with points of interest. 
It shows that the way‘of the transgressor is 
hard, but it also shows that a wike-awake 
trapsgressor can travel'through this big coun- 
try in broad daylight and escape the sleuth 
hounds of justice. It shows, too, that when 
circumstances over which he has no control 
impel a man to leave the country, Canada is 
not the only haven of refuge. Mexico will 
do just as well or better. 

The sympathy expressed for Vincent by 
the Alabamians is natural. The Mont- 
gomery papers say that the people generally 
are sorry to see. Vincent in the toils of the 
law. In their eyes he is'a clever, good-heart- 
ed man who became hopelessly entangled in 
speculation, and found himself a defaulter 
almost before he realized the nature of his 
transactions. Lapse of time has something 
to do with this sympathetic feeling. Then, 
itis known that the unfortunate man has 
suffered. He did not go toa foreign land to 
enjoy ill-gotten wealth. He went there to 
livein the direst poverty, and he returns 
wrecked in fortune, broken in health, and 
altogether miserable, 

Under the circumstances the man is pitied 
by everybody. ‘‘What good does it do to 
bring him back and try him?’ is the ques- 
tion heard on every hand. Those who ask 
the «uestion are short sighted. In an age 
when speculation has taken the place of 
gambling, most ot our defaulters fall as Vin- 
cent fell. Shall we condone their offenses 
because they had a hard road to travel in a 
strange land, without money and without 
friends! There is but one thing to do, and 
that is to let the Jaw take its course. When 
the peculiar circumstances of a case call for 
the blending of mercy with justice, it is safe 
to trust to our judges and our jaries. In 
the end it will be to Vincent’s advantage to 
face the consequences of his great mistake. 


Interesting but Unsatisfactory. 

According to Professor Hayden, of the 
seological survey, the recent earthquakes 
show that some mighty change is going on 
at the earth’s center. 

The professor boldly expresses the belief 
that we are approaching the beginning of a 
change in the earth’s physical conditions, 
possibly the beginning of another glacial 
age. , 
Unscientific people will be inclined to rid- 
icule these speculations. There have been 
earthquakes in the past without a return to 
the glacial age. Why should we dread such 
an evil now? The New York Commercial 
Advertiser does not even give Professor Hay- 
den credit for originality. It says that his 
theory is simply a repetition of Adhemar’s 
old prediction that the earth would one day 
lose her poise and keel heels over head, re- 
versing climates and everything else. 

Perhaps our scientists are merely talking 
to hear themselves talk. A little nonsense 
now and then serves to break the monotony 
of life. Itis better to take this view of it, 
better to regard these «apprehensions in the 
light of ponderous scientific humor, than 
to look at the matter seriously. We are 
not yet prepared to accept an explanation of 
the earthquakes which will cover this conti- 
nent with ten thousand feet of ice and give 
our sunniest winter resorts to the polar bear 
and the walrus. Professor Hayden and his 
glacial period may go off and flock together 
by themselves. They are not likely to be 
dreaded or discussed by this busy and hard 
headed generation. 


Negro Education. 

Rey. J. C. C. Newton has written a pam- 
pblet entitled ‘‘The New South, and the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south,’’ which 
the members of that denomination ought to 
find full of meat and instruction. What a 
few bold preachers have done, Mr. Newton 
thinks the whole church ought to do—towit, 
lay hold of the negro question with firm and 
friendly hands, not only in the interest of 
the race itself, but in the interest of south- 
ern society. 

Mr. Newton, appreciating that his church 
has failed in its duty in this respect, as all 
other southern churches have failed, writes 
feelingly and eloquently in behalf of a re- 
newal of the relations that existed before 
the war, to the.end that the negroes may not 
only receive the benefits of all the education 
they are capable of, but that this education 
may be, in its character and purposes, such 
as to fit them for citizenship in the south. 

Mr. Newton’s pamphlet is interesting 
reading from beginning toend. It is con- 
ceived on a broad and generous scale, and it 
may be read with profit by the members of 
every southern religious denominatioa.

Nobody dreamed then that Mr. Stewart was 
tobe appointed secretary of the treasury; but before 
the fourth of March the place was offered him, As 
the world knows he was appointed and confirmed, 
and then it was discovered that he was ineligible.

His Honor,the Mayor, Thinks That the City IsIn As 
Prosperous a Condition As Ever And That the 
Work to Bs Done this Year Wil) Meke 
Everybody Feel Much Bester. 


“The March winds, the threatening rain and 
the flying dust make things disagreeable, but 
still they don’t interfere with Atlanta’s pro- 
gress, and the works of improvement now go- 
ing on in all parts of the city,’ said Mayor 
Cooper as he made himself comfortable in his 
armchair. 

“What is being done? Anything particular- 
ly?” asked a CONSTITUTION reporter, 

“No, nothing particularly,but lots generally. 
The sewer committee, with Mr. Kenyon the 
chairman, just drove away from here to go out 
on Georgia avenue to inspect the big sewer 
now in course of construction. 
Durirg the drive the committee 
will take in several other sewers already pro- 
vided for, and will investigate the necessity of 
safe dreivage in other portions of the city.” 

“Will the city spend much money in sewers 
this year?” 

“Every dollar that we can spare I think will 
be expended for sewers, The committee in 
cbarge of that branch is anxious to leave a de- 
cided improvement in the work when they go 
out, as a monument to their names. Of course 
itis imp<ssible just new to say how much 
work we will do. The board of health is 
anxious for a big lot of work, and as the mem- 
bers are persistent in their demands, it is more 
then likely thatthe council will give them 
every dollar that can be spared. Then,in ad- 
dition to the sewer work, other improvements 
are going on.” 

“What are they” 

“Well, before the. year closes we will have 
another grammar school building, another en- 
gine house, a handsome fence around Oakland 
cemetery, another fire company, and scveral 
miles of sidewaiks, curbing and paving. 

“Then, too” continued Mayor ooper as he 
signed a pardon for a prisoner inthe stockade, 
we'll ‘have pure clear water for the peo- 
ple before Christmas comes. The filtering 
process will be under full headway, and the 
present muddy water will be athing of the 
past. Besides this, the artesian water means 
are to be extended, more gas lights and elec- 
tric lights, are to be supplied, so that the tax 
puyers can see how to move about,’ 

“Then everything is in good shape 

“Yes, the city officials, except Mr. Mahoney, 
are baving an easy time. He is always busy 
here, there, or somewh -e. He has squads of 
hands scattered all xbout. Then another 
evidence of our prospeiity comes from the tax 
assessors’ oflice. These gentlemen in their 
rounds find a great many new houses scattered 
over the city, In every ward and in all parts 
of the wards new buildings are going up. Ono 
every band indications of prosperity, hap >iness 
and health are found.”

TECHNOLOGICAE COMMISSION. 


9") 


Some Points Concerning the Workshop— 
Routine Business Transacted. 

The technological commission was in session 
at Mr. S. M. Inman s office yesterday, The va- 
sious sub-committees needed to simplify the 
work of the commission were appointed and 
rules for the government of them and of the 
ecCmmission were made. The advertisements 
for bids on the construction of the main build- 
ing were proposed. After transacting a good 
deal of necessary rontine business, the com- 
mission adjourned to meet the first Toursday 
in April. 

The next building to be constructed is that 
which will contain the machinery—the one 
which might be called the work- 
shop. This will be one of the 
most interesting features of the school, repre- 
senting, as it will, the cardinalidea of the in- 
stitutiop, In it will be placed ths wood work- 
ing machinery, the iron working machinery— 
including forgesand implements for foundry 
work— and all that is necessary for these, and 
possibly some other, branches of mechanical 
work. It is by means of these that the stu- 
dents are to obtain the thorough trajning 
which is the feature of a school of this kind. 
The regulations of this--the manual training—- 
department have not, of course, been settled 
upon, but the students will probably be re- 
quired to devote tothe workshop from two to 
four hours each day. The work 
is hard, and is such as will 
accustom students to the idea of work, as it is, 
and will prepare them to earn their own liv- 
ing, should it be necessary, by their handicr ift. 
The cardinal idea of this system of education 
is that fully as much attention be paid to the 
training of the hand asto that of the head. 
The new building will contain everything in 
the way of apparatus which can contribute to 
the end desired.

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ATLANTA AND SELMA. 


THE ATLANTA AND ALABAMA R. R. 
TO BE BUILI. 


Between Atlanta ard Seima 55 Miles Saved- Between 
Atlenta and New Orleans 122 Miles Saved—The 
New Line tofTraverse tue: Finest Coun'ry 
in the South—A Graad Scheaie, 


Between seven and eight years ago Mr’ 
Lawrence O'Keefe, of this city, conceived the 
idea of building an air-line railway from At- 
lanta to Selma, Alabama. In his intercourse 
with the farmers of the eastern section of 
Alabama he learned that they were compolled 
to haul their cotton and other agricultural 
produets, by wagons, a distance of from thirty 
to forty miles to reach a railway station. 
These planters, with whom Mr. O'Keefe was 
thrown amongst by reason of the fact that he 
was the president of the Atlanta guano 
company and was accustomed to visit them 
annual) y to make  coliections, were 
outspoken in their opinions aboat the 
lamentably poor railway advantages of the 
otherwise highly favored region in which 
they Jived. They were clamorous fora new 
line which should penetrate eastern Alabama, 
and bring them intonearer felations with At- 
lanta. Mr. O Keefe, was instantly struck by 
the reasonableness of their grievances, and 
he saw ata glance the desirability of construct- 
ing such arailway. He thought much about 
the matter, but took no definite action until 
last October, when he began working actively 
in bebalf of his grand enterprise. He laid 
his project before prominent and influential 
railway and business men of Alabama and of 
Atlanta. The merit of his undertaking was 
secn at a glance, and it was an easy matter for 
him to enlist the service of those to whom the 
appealed for co-operation. 

THE ENTERPRISE ASSUMING FORM, 

Early in December last, Mr. O'Keefe and 
eeveral of his co-workers appeared before the 
Georgia legislature asking for a charter of the 
Atlanta and Alabama railway company. Ona 
the 2sth of the same mouth a bill was passed 
grantivg tho charter. In securing 
this charter Mr. O’Keefe was ably aided 
by Mr. A. D. Adair and Judge Henry B. Tomp- 
kins. Mr. O'Keefe immediately went to 
Montgomery to secure a charter from the Ala- 
bama general assembly, which was then in 
session. Toengineer the hill through this 
law-making body was found to be by no means 
an casy job. Formidable lobbyists in the inter- 
est of the establised Alabama line opposed the 
measure, and it was only after a protracted 
struggle that the friends of the bill could suc- 
ceed in getting it through. A good deal of 
this opposition grew out ofthe fact that the 
projectors of the new railway applied for a 
very unusual charter. Mr. O'Keefe, remem- 
bering how the officers of the Georgia Pacific 
railway were compelled to remove their shops 
from Atlanta to Birmingham, owing to the na- 
ture of their ebarter, he determined to avoid if 
possible a similar occurrence. He took before 
the Alabama legislaturea copy of the charter 
which had been granted by the Georgia legisla- 
ture. This charter the Alabama body ratified. 
One interesting feature of this charter is that 
it provides that, for all time, the company’s 
machine shops and principal offices shall be 
located in Fulton county,Ga. Having secured 
the charters in as good and solid a form as 
could be desired, Mr. O'Keefe came back to 
Atlanta, determined to abandon his guano bus- 
iness and to henceforth devote all his time and 
encrgies to the Atlanta and Alabama railway. 


WHAT THE ROAD WILT DO, 

That the projected railway will be a great 
help to Atlanta is a fact that it will not require 
much space to demonstrate. It is not exagzger- 
ation to affirm that itis the most important en- 
terprise of the kind that has been started dur- 
ing the past decade. The proposed line will go 
by a direct route from Atlanta toSelma. It 
leaves the city and goes, as the crow flies, to 
Ben Hil, thence to Campbellton, 
then onward to the county line of 
Carroll, crossing the Chattahoochee 
river. Then it passes through the lower part 
of Carroll county and traverses the upper part 
of Heard county. In neither of these counties 
is there a mile of railway. The road then en- 
ters into Alabama atthe Randelph county 
line. Thence it proceeds to Wedowee, the 
county seat of Randolph, and pushes on 
through the entire length of that county, 
which has nota mile of railway. From this 
point the nearest railway station is thirty 
miles. The line goes forward through 
Tallapoosa county, crossing the Columbus and 
Western railway at Alexander City. Then it 
enters Coosa county and. goes to Rockford, the 
county seat. Thence it proceeds to the Coosa 
river, crossing it at a point twelve miles from 
Rockford. The valley which the line traverses 
is one of the richest valleys in the entire south 
in mineral deposits and agricultural products. 
There is no finer cotton country in the world. 
The counties along the line produce annually 
about 125,000 bales of cotton. As the road 
pushes onward it crosses Coosa river 
and enters Autauga county, goes through a 
part of Dallas county. This county alone pro- 
duces every year about 50,000 bales of cotton. 
After going through this county the terminus 
is reached. 

SOME IMPORTANT CONSIDERATIONS. 

By this new line the distance from Atlanta 
to Selma will be175 miles. By the present 
route the distance is 230 miles. The saving in 
distance will be 55 miles. The West Point 
railway as it goes from Atlanta to Selma de- 
scribes the handle of a bow. This new route 
will be as straight asthe string on the bow. 
Northern and Alabama capitalists are build- 
ing an air-line from Selma to New Orleans and 
have already completed 28 miles of it, starting 
from Selma. When completed this line will 
be almost direct, and will be 83 miles nearer 
than any existing route. This will bring the 

gate city and the crescent city 135 miles nearer 
each other. Besides this, there is another im- 
portant consideration. The South Carolina 
and Georgia railway, which is going ahead, 
will save 81 miles from Atlanta to Washington 
city. There willthen be a trunk line from 
Washington to New Orleans, via Atlanta, 218 
miles shorter than any line that now exists. 
In the opinion of the best informed men, the 
new road will secure for Atlanta at 


least 50,000 bales of cotton. Besides this, , 


the shops of the company will be erected here. 
Along the line of the road there are some vyal- 
uable gold and copper mines, which will cer- 
tainlv be devel in a few months. 
(HAT WAS DONE YESTEEDAY. 
, ,4u6 jocorporators of the Atlanta and Ala- 
bama railway company met yesterday after- 
noon in the office of the Messrs. Adair. The 
charters were read and accepted. It was re- 
solved to send out immediately a corps of sur- 
vey over the route from this city to Selma. 
Committees were appointed to attend to sub- 
scriptions in the two _ states interest- 
ed. Books of subscriptions will be 
opened in Atlanta at the office of 
Adair Brothers. These books will be incharge 
of Mr. A. D. Adair and Judge Henry B. Tomp- 
kins. The subscription books in Selma will be 
in charge of Colonel R. M. Nelson at the Com- 
mercial bank. The meeting yesterday was 
attended by the following incorporators: Colo- 
nel R. M. Nelson and Captain Hugh A. Har- 
ralson, of Selma; Major O. M. Reynolds, of 
Talladega, and Messrs. Adair, Tompkins and 
O’Keefe, of Atlanta. These gentlemen express 
the utmost confidence in the enterprise. They 
are enthusiastic on the subject and are certain 
the road will be built. 
Conversing last night with a reporter of Tar 
ConstTITuTIoN, Mr. O’ Keefe said: 
‘Yes the road is a fixed fact. We have 
overcome all obstacles, and we will now 
push forward and construct the road. 
The line traverses a most fertile and sproduc- 
tive region, abounding in minerals. It goes 
through what is known as the ‘metamorphic 
region.’ Along the line there exist several ex- 
ceedingly productive gold mines and a valu-
